FOIIT SjUTir, Ark., Jmio20.— Tho coso of 


Mary Matoy and tar son James, aged 12, for 
killing Arch Casey, near Fort Gibson, In- 
dian territory, last December, taken up lost 
Thursday in the United States court, termi- 
nated by tho jury bringing In a verdict o£ 
manslaughter. Judge Parkor sontoacod thorn 
to tho Detroit house of correction for ton years 
and a flno of $1,000, Tho charge was mur- 
der, but the jury decided on manslaughter on 
tlic strength of tho woman's testimony. On 
Dec. 4 the body of Casoy was found in his 
wngon,;\vith • tbo team attached, nine miles 
from Mrs. Matoy's. Investigation traced tho 
wagon trades as coming from her house,

been standing. Mr. Matoy and son wero 
arrested, but persistently denied all knowl 
edge of tho killing until a few days prior to 
the trial, when thoy acknowledged thu crime, 
but claimed Kolf-defondo.

noil that Casey, i:i a. drunken condition, 
abused her, knocking lior down, mid then 
started for the boy with an ax-handle. Tho 
boy camo into the houso nnd secured a gun. 
A. moment later sho hoard 
a. gun-shot, 


nnd, going around the houso, found Casey in 
death agonies. To coiicoal tho crime they 
took tho body and placed it upon tho filats oC 
tho bod, covering it with bedding. After 
dark thoy placod tho body in the wagon aud 
drovo to where It was found, and Inft it, 
Jlrs. Matoy had lived with Ciwoy at different 
timus for the past thrco years. Indications 
about tho premises wero that Cttsoy had boon 
killed in bod, and tho prosecution was con- 
ducted upon that theory. Tho sentence was 
tho fullest oxtont of tho law.
